UPWARDS OF 400 ARE AFFEOTED. 



Thifl Action Will Affect Probablj as 
Many Penous as the Beeeot 
Theater Cloiliur Order. 



The Building Commisaloner Sayf 
Many of the Hails in the City 
Are Fire Trapt of the 
Weret Kind. 

Chicago, Jan. 5. — After Monday 
night it will for some weeks at least 
be practically Impos^sible to hold a 
public meeting of any kind in Cblcago 
otttetde of etaarehea. Building Cdm- 
mlsslonor Williams Monday night Is- 
sued an order closing all public halls, 
danoo halla and tunivfrein halls and 
all similar places of public assemblage 
tintll an Inspection has shown that 
thv are comptyinc with all proYielons 
at tlie bunding ordinance. ^ 

As there aro upwards of 400 halls 
in Chicago ranging in sir.rt from those 
that will accommodate 50 persons up 
to those with a seating capacity of 
600, this order will aSect probably as 
many persons as the theater closing 
order. Protests were numerous, but 
the building commissioner was inflexi- 
ble. Ho said: "iVlany of these halls 
arc worso than any theater In Chicago. 
Some of them are put up with no re- 
strictions such sa govern theaters and 
many of them are fire traps of the 
worst kind." 

Two joars ago a general Inspection 
of halls was made before the com- 
menreracnt of Building Commhssioner 
Williams' administration. Notwith- 
standing this the commissioner de 
Clares that he will take no chances 
and that every hall roust satisfy the 
requirements. The sole exemption la 
in favor of private lodge halls, which 
do not fall within the scope of the 
order. 

Wanted to Open the Theaters.- 

Mayor Harrison and se ven aldermen 
who have been ai)p<)intiMi members of 
the city council comniittee to control 
legislation In relation to theaters, met 
lloadajr afternoon with the theater 
managers, every playhoas% ia Chicago 
exceping the Great Northern being 
represented. 

Tho managers a.sKed If they could 
not open their houses and sell seats 
upon the lower floor only, but the may- 
or and aldermen decided poeltlvely 
against it It was declared that all 
places must remain closed until the 
ordinance requirements had been fully 
met. The managers on departing from 
the mayor's office reiterated their pur- 
pose of obeying the directions of the 
mayor and city council, but urged 
haste in drawing up the new ordl* 
nances, as the closing of the houses 
necessitates the loss of much money 
by them. 

Tho polleo Alonday arrested Oeorge 
M. Dusenberry, chief usher of the the- 
ater, on a charge of manslaughter. 
Dusenberry declares that he tried to 
hold back the rush of spectators and 
later helped to save 30 woineii from 
the jammed front e.\its. Ho is held to 
furnish evideiico on tho statements 
made by many people in the theater 
that the ushers closed the doprs and 
that they at first refused to allow peo- 
' pie to pass out 

The Attaches Closed tfia Poors. 

Benjamin Solomoa, a boy who rent- 
ed opera glasses fn the upper balcony, 
declared Monday that all the ushers 
and attaches closed the doors and 
shontc'd to tho spectators to reniaJii 
seated, as there was no danger. Coro- 
ner Traeger Is looking for the chief 
scrab woman of the theater, who, it 
is laid, carried with her au the keys 
to tte doors and exits of the two bal- 
conies. She will be placed under ar- 
rest as fioon as she can be found. ' 

In addition to the managora of the 
theater. WiU J. Davis and Harry J. 
Powers, every one of the employes of 
the theater has been summoned before 
the Inquest Thursday morning aod 
many members of the Bluebeard Co. 
who were not permitted to depart for 
New York Sunday will also be called 
upon to testify. 

The city council Monday night en- 
dorssd the action of Mayor Harrison 

In closing all theaters. Ordlnancoc! 
wero referred to spcHlal committee di- 
recting flromen and policemen to bo 
placed in theaters; providing sei>arate 
«zlts for every Mloeay to the grooad; 
for the erection hborb the stage of two 
standplpes; ordering an tnveatigation 
into the matter of requiring adult 
guards and guides at all exits in all 
theaters and halls; ordering all places 
of public amusement with a seating 
capacity of BOO or over to provide an 
automatic apparatus to open and close 
all doors to exits. The system to oper 
ate in conjunction with lever.s, any one 
of which shall open all doors simul- 
taneously and at the same time oper* 



ate electric lights In all passageways 
All doors and exits must be plainly 
Indicated by signs; every theater 
shall be provided with a steel fireproof 
curtain at all times in good working 
order; emplayes and attaches of 
theaters shall be given a Are drill sub- 
ject to inspeetloii aad drill, by the city

In opening the 
session of that body, prayed that war 
between Russia and Japan might be 
averted by a peaceful adjustment of 
their diflek«nees. A privileged resolu- 
tion offered by Mr. Hay (d«m.) recited 
that certain statements contained in 
the Brlstow post office report reflected 
on the memt)ership of the house. It 
provided lur ;in investigation by a 
committee to be appointed by the 
speaker. A point of order was made 
against the resoltxtioa by Mr. Gardner

ed In a tie, the minority supporting 
Mr. Hay.

Gov. Cummins Laid Aside Gubernsto- 
rial Dignity and, Clad In Rubber 

Boots and Rough Coat, En* 
gaged in Fighting Fire. 



Des Moines, la., Jan. 5.— Fire gutted 
the northwest wing Ht the state capltol 
Monday with an approilmate loes of 

over half a mfllton dollars. The cham- 
ber of th(» house of representatives Is 
a charred mass of debris and can not 
be repair I in time for the approach- 
ing session of the legislature. Fire 
started about 10 o'clock and at noon 
it was thought the entire building was 
doomed and Gov. Cummins ordered 
the contents of all the offices removed. 
However, it was finally confined to the 
wing of the capltol In which" it origi- 
nated and by 6 o'clock was practically 
extinguished. 

The executive eonncil of the state, 
consisting of Gov. Cummins, Secretary 
of .state Martin, State .Auditor Carroll 
and State Treasurer Gllbcrtson, held 
a brief session Monday evening and 
announced the convening of the legis- 
lature would not be postponed. It will 
meet one week from Monday and ar- 
rangements will be made so that the 
sessions can he eomfortal)ly hi'ld. 

Tho origin of the fire i.s a mystery 
and Gov. Cummins will order an Im- 
mediate Investigation. The supposi- 
tion that ft started either from a light- 
ed candle carelessly left burning or 
from electric light wires in a commit- 
tee room. Tlie firi> department was 
unable to fight the flames effectively, 
the height of the building and ritva^ 
tion of the capltol pita niaking iprsss- 
ure Impossibla. Tha on^ thing pdail- 
bie was to ottt oS the iwogress of tha 
flames. 

Tlie valuable vol'imes of the state 
library lo(ated near the fire were ha-- 
tily removed and the state offices were 
emptied. The funds of the state treas- 
urer were loaded on a wagon supposed 
to contain books and carried to a 
downtown bank for deposit. (5ov. 
Cummins laid asi(l(> guljeriKitorial dig- 
nity and clad in rubber boots and 
rough coat, engaged fa tha irark of 
fighting the fire. 

The 'beautiful state capltol presents 
a scene of desolation. The marble 
stair-cases are covered with ice. tlie 
floors are flowing with water and the 
offices under the burned part of the 
building are flooded. Many beautiful 
frescoes in the chamber of tha house 
can never be replaced. 

Tlie Iowa capltol Is one of the most 
beautiful in the United States. It is 
built along the line." of the capltol at 
Albany. It has been tbe pride of the 
state and of the city of Des Moines 
and was orected at a cost of (3,000,000. 
The state capltol commission, appoints 
ed for this purpose, has Just complet- 
ed the restoration .nnd repair of the 
building at a cost of $l".'.oiiii, mest of 
which had been expended in the cham- 
ber which is ruined. 

The building was supposed to have 
been fireproof, but the use of several 
false ceilings in the house furnished 
excellent material for the flames. 

Gov. Cummins stated Monday night 
that tbe house chamber could not pos- 
sibly be repaired this winter. The es- 
timates on the loss sfe varying, Gov. 
Cummins placing it at $600,000, but 
the majority of estimates plaee the 
loss at $500,000 to $700,000.

In the Board's Judgment the National 
Policy as Expressed In Congress 
Can Not Be Maintained in 
War Without Defenses. 

Wa.shington, Jan. 5.— A report SUb* 

mitted by the Joint army and navy 
board, of which Admiral Dewey is the 
penlor membf^r, relative to fortiflca- 
'ions for I lie riiilipplnes, was trans- 
mitted to tbe house Monday by Secre- 
taries Root and Mood/, says: 

"The policy of congress may be as- 
sumed to be to hold the Philippines In 
Ameii'an possession as against any 
foreign enemy, but although tlie Isl- 
ands have been In our possession now. 
more than five years, not a gun has 
been mounted nor an earthwork raised 
to protect any of our harbors." 

Continuing ttie report recites that 
the board " has the honor to submit to 
the government its Judgment that the 
national policy as expressed in con- 
gress can not be maintained In war 
unless proWsion is made for defenses." 

The board, It Is stated, is unanimous- 
ly of the opinion: 

''That without a fortified naval ba.'^e 
in the Philippines the Asiatic fleet can 
not keep open the lines of communica- 
tion for supplies from the United 
States or between the army posu 
within the Philippines, without which 
supplies the military lorcea of tho 
L'nlted States could not hold command 
of the Islands. 

"That Manila is not. but that Sublg 
bay is suited for a na\al base and sta- 
tion, and of all harbors in the archl- 
peluRO it Is tbe best for the purpose. 

• That tbe fortification of Subig bay 
is essential to the security of a naval 
station located there. 

"That a fortifled naval base on Sublg 
bay will contribute materially to the 
defense of Manila bay." 

Tbe report, in coiieliision, urses that 
appropriations be made without delay 
for the fortifications of both Sublg 
bay and Manila bay.
